The Maguitode of Freight frosm The
Dalles Sometimes Overlooked.

Few of our eitizens realize the magni-
tude of the ttock indostry which hss
oar city for its shipping center. From
figures kindly furnished Tuz CurosicLe
by Mr, Baiunarshe, proprictor of the
stock yards, we learn thacalready in the
current year there has been shipped 475
carloads of eattle and sheep, while from
the stations joat above ua, Heppner and
Arliogton, there has been shipped al-
most a8 many wmore, ‘L'he figures are,
Heppner 250, Arlington 175, of which 75
per cent. has been cattle, 15 per cent.
sheep and 10 per cent, horses. Alto-
gether this mnkes 900 cars of estock
which were raised adjacent to “‘the gate-
way of the Inland Empire,” and shipped
therefrom, and the vear but two-thirds
gone. |

There is no donbt that nature has
richly gifted this section of the west for
stock raising, The diseases incident to

the middle west sach as pleuro—pnau-l

monis, epizootic, ete., are anknown
even by mame to the vast majority of
breeders who reside roundabout. The
winters ara not only so mild that lnng
troubles do not appear, but the elements
are eo propitions that it is only neces-
sary to feed from one to two months dur-
ing the season, while about ope vear in
five the grass is green and nncovered by
snow the vear round. Our nataral
bunch grass meets all requirements.
Every variety of stock likes it and
thrives npon it. These things Leing
considered, the large shipments pre-
viouely referred to need not create sur-
prise.

For the remuainder of the season atten-
tion will natorally be directed to onr
frnit rather than our stock eshipments.
Three carloads of peach plums, most
of which have already gone, comprise
but one article of froit, which will be
shipped from The Dalles this season.

An Unprejudiced Tourlst lo Mexico e-
turns & Gold Advacnte.

A world’s touriet was 1n town yester-
day, who has jost returned from a two
months trip in Mexicy. He is a keen
observer and his opinion shonld be vala-
able.
nounced adyocste of the single gold
standard, nnd his reasons seemn to be
very sonnd. He is a Bostonian, G, P,
Thresher by name, and with hie wife
and three children, has been absent now
for two years on a prolonged toonr. Mr,
Thresher proposes to & end three more
years yet traveling throughont the
world. He proposes (o visit and spend
some time in every country of import-
ance. From here he goes to the Hawaiian
islands, then to Asia.

Believing that having just visited a
“Iree ellver" country, Mr. Thresher's
obgervations wounld be of valoe, n re-
porter of Tur Coroxicre sought him
and ansked his views,

**My observations in Mexico have led
me to think,” said Mr. Thresher *“that
the adoption of free coinage of silver by
the United States woold be a calamity.
I went to that country unprejudiced
either way. In Boston 1 had listened to
both sides of the question and had heard
80 much apparently good arguament on
both eidee that I could not make up my
mind which was right. My two monthas
in Mexico has removed all doubt.
Whileit is true that the “‘prosperity’ of
Mexien commenced with free coinnge of
silver, it was bat a eoincidence. Prosper-
ity in Mexico commenced with the rnle
of Presideat Disz, who quickly brooght
government ont of chaos, and estab-
lished law and order throughont the
nation. Under Maximillian it was a
sort of grab game, his selfishness leading
the country to little short of ruin.
Juarez was nothing betler than an In-
dian, with power to handle people as a
politician does, but not for their own ad-
vancement., On the contrary President
Diaz was an efficient ruier, and estab-
liehed & measure ol progperity. Az an
instance of his ability take the mounted
police of the cities. The mountains
were full of bandite who kept the people
in & constant state of terror. They were
beyond the ability of the military to
handle. Diaz summoned the leaders
together and indoced them toquit their
ravuges in the only way possible, by
making them allies, like a school teacher
who takesa bad boy and makes him
monitor. Disz gave them good salaries,
and they proved most efficient police-
mwen, Simultaneonsly the brigandage
stopped.””
